The best-mformed acpounts 
agree that in the — Russi- 
an way there has nm a pro- 
longed infiltration of Russian 
influences, the local magnates 
being secured by bribery and 
promises of greatness and 
wealth. The despatches state 
that on Thursday last the Rus- 
sian representative in Pekin 
called at the Chinese foreign of- 
fice and su ted, on behalf of 
his government, that China 
should at once reassume control 
of Mongolia, which the Chinese 
authorities declared their in- 
ability to do. This is taken to 
mean that Russia will assume 
control, on the plea that Chi- 
na’s inability makes such action 
necessary. the same day 
that Russia’s official representa- 
tions were made at Pekin to the 
effect that Chinese authority 
should be re-estab.ished in Mon- 
golia, Russian influenee —in- 
stalled in the highest position of 
ecclesiastical authority in Mon- 
golia a strongly pro-Russian 
subordinate and representative 
of the Dalai Lama of Tibet. It 
is only a question of time, and 
of no very long time at that, 
until both Mongolia and East- 
ern Turkestan are Russian de- 
pendencies, without any pretence 
to the contrary by Russ:an di- 
plomacy. 

At present there are protesta- 
tions from St. Petersburg that 
Russia is alhering strictly to 
a policy of non- nterferene, and 
has no other aim than to pro- 
tect the integrity and indepen- 
dence of the two regions in 
question. These protestations 
are of the same character as the 
assurances from St. Péterebury 
that the Russian government en- 
tertained no desygns on Persia, 
and wowd withdraw its mili- 
tary forces from Persian soil 
when the Perman Goyernment 
had apologiged, and dismissed 
Mr. Shuster. These are days 
when Russia is realizing its op- 
portunities in Asia.

SEED COMMISSIONER’S 
REPORT 


An interesting 
publication has just been issued 
in the report of the Seed Com- 
missioner for the iod from 
January, 1905, to March, 1911. 
The report contains a historical « 
asia i of the work of the Seed 

ranch since its organization 
under a seed commissioner in 
1905, and a brief review of the 
work in seed improvement done 
previous to that time by the 
Seed Division under the direc- 
tion of the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture and Dai 

Since the Seed Branch was or- 
ganized on its present basis its 
work has been prosecuted along 
two lines—commercia and 
a educational. The Commercial 
work entails the Seed Control 
Act, the inspection of seeds and 
weed crops, seed testing, seed 
trade investigation and the dis- 
tribution of reference collections 
of economic seeds. Among the 
subjects investigated and re- 
,orted upon are — variety of 

d and seeds, weed 
seeds in feeding a the in- 
fluence of age on the variety of 
seods, and the production of 
Canadian grown eoat and veye- 
table seeds. The educational 
work includes the various means 
adopted for sumulating interest 
in the production and use of 
better seeds. A vigorous Jiro 
poses has been maintained 
or the purpose through or- 
yuniaing and assisting in con- 
ducting local seed fairs, provin- 
cial seed exhibitions, field crop 
competitions, seed judging class- 
es, giving assistance to the Ca- 
nadian Seed Growers’ Associa 
tion.

It is probable that the silliest 
thing a man can do in this 
world—we all do it sometimes— 
is to neglect tha opportunitins 
fortune offers him. And there 
are few if any places in the 
world which offers better chances 
to him who will work and 
plan than the Canadian North 
west, as every body says who 
comes to it. It is simply to bea 
looked upon as a quarter into 
which are pouring men and ca- 
pital devoted to developing

their next year’s work. 

Any farmer having a boy with 
a likings for farming, and who 
is anxious to do his best for 
him, can be sure he is doing the 
best possible thing by sending 
him for a full course at the 
nearest agricultural college.
